THE CULT LEADER NEXT DOOR 

Grand Marais watches helplessly as a new neighbor moves in 


I n January, Utah attorney Alan 
Mortensen finally ended his yearlong 
manhunt. He walked up a driveway 
in Eden Prairie and handed a man 
some papers. Then he walked away. 
That man was Seth Jeffs, brother to infa¬ 
mous cult leader Warren Jeffs. Warren is 
already serving a life sentence for his actions 
as the head of the Fundamentalist Church 
of Jesus Christ of the Latter-day Saints—a 
Mormon offshoot best known for marrying 
a parade of underage girls to grown men, 
Warren included. 

Now a survivor of the church is accusing 
Seth of helping his brother sexually assault 
her when she was just 8 years old—and 
standing by as she was repeatedly abused 
through her teenage years. While hunt¬ 
ing for Seth, Mortensen discovered the 
former cult higher-up had been keeping 
himself busy. 

Seth is listed as the ‘'managing member” 
of Emerald Industries, which purchased 


40 acres on Pike Lake Road just west of 
Grand Marais. He has a permit to construct 
a nearly 6,000-square foot building there. 
Mortensen worries he might be trying to 
build another compound and start a reli¬ 
gious colony. 

Little of the property is visible from the

ground, besides a “PRIVATE PROPERTY, 
NO TRESPASSING” sign and an unfin¬ 
ished driveway. But drone footage taken by 
a private investigator shows construction 


equipment already on the site. 

That’s not exactly a balm to citizens of 
the North Shore, who have been intently 
monitoring Seth’s slow march. Grand 
Marais held a town hall meeting last 
week on the mysterious 40 acres. Ques¬ 
tions mostly revolved around what—if 
anything—the community could do to 
stop Seth from “establishing a presence 
in Cook County,” and if law enforcement 
could do an 5 Thing. 

In a word, says Cook County Sheriff Pat 
Eliasen, no. “Legally, we cannot deny him 
the permits because of who he is,” he says. 

There’s a high level of anxiety in town 
right now, and it’s understandable based 
on Seth’s past. But Eliasen’s asking North 
Shore residents not to take matters into 
their own hands. 

That’s not to say his department isn’t 
pa 5 dng attention. They’ve seen Seth work¬ 
ing on the property, and there are a few 
incidents that are under investigation. In

the meantime, residents can stay vigilant if 
they see children working on the property, 
or if they see children in town “showing 
signs of distress.” 

“Yes, please, please notifyus,” Eliasen says. 

Other than that, the best course of action 
is to wait until the court date. If he’s found 
guilty of aiding sexual assault, Seth might 
have rendered himself out of commission.

in the Arsenic Triangle 

A forgotten neighborhood fights Minneapolis 
for control of its own future

MANIFEST DESTINY 


I n the heart of Minneapolis, just west 
of the crescent formed by Hiawatha 
Avenue and the Midtown Greenway, 
is the East Phillips neighborhood. 
For years its residents have lived 
alongside a spate of heavy polluters. At 
its southern boundary, the Bituminous 
Roadways asphalt plant towers over the 
Circulo de Amigos childcare center. Next 
door is the Smith Foundry, whose smoke 
stacks eject metal dust and fly ash into 
the sky above densely packed housing. 

At the corner of 28th Street and 
Hiawatha is a five-acre plot known as 
the Arsenic Triangle. Decades ago, chemi- 
cal companies produced arsenic- and 
lead-based pesticides here, stockpiling 
raw materials uncovered on the ground. 
Wind and rain swept toxic particulates 
into nearby yards, poisoning the soil for 
miles around. The site eventually became 
a Superfund. 


East Phillips is also home to Little 
Earth of United Tribes, the nation’s 
only Native housing project. Along with 
north Minneapolis, its residents suffer 
from some of the highest rates of asthma 
hospitalizations in the state, according 


to the Minnesota Department of Health. 

The fact that one neighborhood faces 
such a daunting array of health hazards 
makes environmental justice the force 
behind residents’ desire to exert control 
over development in the area. 


Longtime resident Karen Clark, Min¬ 
nesota’s first lesbian state representative, 
passed a bill in 2008 forcing new devel¬ 
opments to study their contribution to 
pollution in East Phillips as a condition 
of permitting. The law since barred a 
wood-burning power plant from break¬ 
ing ground. 

Three years later, the neighborhood 
association designed and delivered its 
own recreation center after persuading 
the Legislature to part with $3.5 mil¬ 
lion. The East Phillips Park Cultural 
and Community Center was Minnesota’s 
first building completed under a state 
program to achieve net zero energy use 
by 2030. 

Afloat with triumph, the East Phillips 
Improvement Coalition (EPIC) began to 
entertain a quixotic vision. They would 
oust the heavy industries. Establish a 
futuristic neighborhood with a h 5 q)erlocal 
green economy. Give the people a sense 
of control. 
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In 2014, an opportunity presented itself. 

Across from the houses on Longfellow 
Avenue was a roofing supply distribu¬ 
tor known as Roof Depot, a warehouse 
wrapped in sandy brick and topped with 
an iconic red water tank. It was for sale. 

EPIC was enamored. They began to 
negotiate with Roof Depof s owners not just 
to prevent another polluter from moving 
in, but to recreate the building. Meetings 
with East Phillips’ Native, Somali, and 
Hispanic residents sparked a storm of ideas. 

Two indoor farms would be the anchor 
tenants. 

Chad Hebert of the Urban Farm Project 
supplied vegetables to local restaurants for 
10 years before shrinking industrial space 
forced him from his southwest Minneapolis 
warehouse. Roof Depot posed a second 
chance. He would relocate to East Phillips 
and provide traditional, hands-in-dirt jobs. 

An aquaponics operation emphasizing 
walleye and strawberries, designed by 
Welch farmer Clarence Bischoff, would 
be its high-tech counterpart. 

Little Earth representative Cassandra 
Holmes had her heart set on building 28 
units of low-income apartments on the 
roof, interspersed with personal gardens 
and solar panels that would form the larg¬ 
est array in the state. 

Meanwhile, activist Jose Luis Villasenor, 
whose nonprofit Tamales y Bicicletas uses 
gardening and bike repair to cultivate hope 
in young people, longed to open a cafe 
and bike shop where neighborhood teens 
could flex their entrepreneurial muscle. 

With the sprawling complex at their 
disposal, the community could host English 
language classes, Villasenor says. They 
could build an industrial kitchen for the 
many people who do cottage catering for 
extra money. There could also be a retail 
outlet for local artists. 

EPIC planned to meet the owner’s $5 
million asking price by lobbying the Legis¬ 
lature and currying interest among tribes 
and real estate investors. The Minnesota 
Department of Employment and Economic 
Development threw in $320,000. 

Dean Dovolis of D JR Architects, a com¬ 
mercial designer who lives in East Phillips, 
drew up concept plans. 

Then a formidable rival emerged. 

WATER IS LIFE 


U nbeknownst to the people of 
East Phillips, in 1991 Minne¬ 
apolis devised a long-range 
plan to relocate its water yard 
to Roof Depot. 

The city’s water division maintains more 
than 1,000 miles of underground water 
main, which move 55 million gallons from 
the treatment plant in Fridley to faucets 
in Minneapolis and seven surrounding 
cities daily. 

Delivering water and treating sewage 
are among the most essential of city ser¬ 


vices. No one could forget the failure of 
Flint, Michigan to provide for its residents. 

Yet most of the field crews and vehicles 
are housed in a 120-year-old building in 
northeast Minneapolis with crumbling 
walls and no elevator. As climate change 
intensifies flooding, stressing sewer sys¬ 
tems, Public Works anticipates needing 
to boost its emergency response. A new 
water yard was overdue, says Lisa Cerney, 
deputy director of Public Works. 

The agency owns a bulky parcel just 
north of Roof Depot, where the city’s 
street sweeping, pothole patching, and 
snow plowing is based. 

Taking over the rest of the block would 
allow the department to consolidate anew 
headquarters in a central location. Most 
of the space would be converted to park¬ 
ing and storage for fire hydrants, pipes, 
and manhole covers. Having supplies and 
vehicles in one spot would reduce the city’s 
carbon footprint, improving coordination 
for the next 100 years. 

It would also set off a domino effect of 
other important upgrades. 

Demolishing the old water yard would 
make room for a new Fire Station 11. Built 
for horse and buggy and surrounded by 
traffic-throttling cul-de-sacs, the northeast 
station logs some of the fire department’s 
worst response times. Vacating the old fire 
station would allow the city to replace it 
with commercial space. 

In 2001, long before Roof Depot’s own¬ 
ers implied a readiness to sell, the city 
eagerly presented itself as a prospective 
buyer. 

Back then, allowing the ordinary people 
of Minneapolis to participate in decisions 
affecting their lives wasn’t the progressive 
imperative that it is today. East Phillips’ 
neighborhood association had no inkling 
of Public Works’ designs for the building. 
Neither did Clark, then serving her 20th 
year in the Legislature. 

Jose Luis Villasenor, a gang interrupter 
mentoring teens at Holy Rosary Church 
at the time, says he certainly would have 
known if the city made any effort to inform 
the neighborhood. 

The result was that by 2014, when Roof 
Depot’s owners finally decided to move, 
two equally determined buyers with wildly 
different concepts had wedded their hopes 
to the same building. 

COLLISION COURSE 


P urportedly populist Minneapolis 
council members are prone to 
speaking loudly of their commit¬ 
ment to community engagement. 
The way the East Phillips group saw it, 
here was an opportunity for the city and 
the community to set a national example 
in democratic development. 

Residents condensed their plans to fit 
in 3 acres, leaving 4.5 for the city—nearly 
twice the space it had in Northeast. Still, 
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they met resistance as city staff began to 
accrue extra ambitions for the site. 

One was to build a training facility. Public 
Works expects to face worker shortages 
as employees near retirement. With 80 
percent of its workforce white or from 
outside Minneapolis, it offered a chance 
to recruit homegrown residents of color. 

New hires currently study at union 
centers in Hinckley and Lino Lakes, says 
Tony Kelly of City Employees Local 363. 
The distance poses a barrier to what are 
supposed to be entry-level jobs. If Min¬ 
neapolis built classrooms and an industrial 
sandbox for trainees to practice driving 
snowplows and Bobcats in East Phillips, 
they could take the light rail. 

Additional space could also be used to 
warehouse the police department’s ever- 
increasing evidence stores, the election 
department’s ballot machines, utility 
vehicles, repair shops, and spare parts. 

In fact, the city’s appetite for storage 
was bottomless. Its list metastasized at 
a rate suggesting the community should 
quickly abandon hope for any space. 

East Phillips’ representative on the City 
Council, Alondra Cano, refused to support 
the city’s purchase without a commit¬ 
ment to work with residents. Storage was 
but a passive use of land with so much 
potential, she argued. 

With the exception of the bitterly dis¬ 
puted Southwest Light Rail, overriding a 
council member’s command of her own 
ward is rare. The city usually makes a point 
to avoid forcing unwanted development 
down a neighborhood’s throat. 

Nevertheless, a majority was prepared 
to make an exception. 

“A greater purpose had been identi¬ 
fied,” says councilmember Kevin Reich 
of northeast Minneapolis, chair of the 
Public Works committee and the depart¬ 
ment’s biggest advocate. ‘Tt was just sort 
of an overwhelming need from the city’s 
operational perspective.”

In a 2015 council meeting flooded with 
East Phillips residents bearing protest 
signs, Cano made an impassioned plea 
for the city to stop hoarding ancillary 
uses for Roof Depot. She asked that land 
not required for Public Works’ original 
purpose be reserved for community self- 
determination. 

‘T am not here to create problems. I 
am here to represent people who have 
been disenfranchised for centuries in 
this country,” she said in a moment of 
frustration. “This is why the most low- 
income area of our city, the most diverse 
area of our city, also happens to be the 
most polluted. That is not by accident. 
That is by design.” 

Reich’s counter was simple: The city 
had manifold needs, and the people of 
East Phillips lacked ownership. 

“It’s a municipal facility. We didn’t go 
into this, spending a lot of public dollars, 
to do a development deal.” 

The vote was split, but ultimately the 
council decided that the community could 
have whatever space the city had no use 
for. That was effectively nothing. 

Instead, city staff viewed the training 
center as a sufficient offering to East 
Phillips. 

“Our best success for a diverse work¬ 
force, for bringing people who are not part 
of a traditional stream of folks coming into 
the city as workers, is bringing training 
programs,” says Mark Ruff, Minneapolis’ 
chief financial officer. “We felt that was 
a reasonable compromise.” 

Fundraising was no competition. The 
city had the $6.8 million the lot was val¬ 
ued at on hand, along with the power of 
eminent domain.

Bob Friddle, Minneapolis’ director of 
facilities design and construction, became 
the project manager. RSP Architects, his 
former employer, was hired to design it. 

Rough concept plans were drawn. But 
before they could be delivered to the City 
Council for a final vote, staff was expected 
to demonstrate a genuine effort to engage 
the community. 

Starting in the summer of 2017, Friddle 
assembled a handful of representatives 
from East Phillips to participate in a 
“Guidelines Advisory Committee.” 

There, he presented the slim possibility 
that the city could free up 1.5 acres. It could 
take the form of a leafy border; residents 
could weigh in on landscaping. Alterna¬ 
tively, it could be a single-story building 
with parking sold or leased at market rate. 

In any case, the city’s plans demanded 
demolition of Roof Depot, while its pres¬ 
ervation was the only scenario in which 
the community could afford space. 

“It’s much easier for startup companies 
to work with existing buildings, and the 
building’s in excellent condition,” says East 
Phillips architect Dean Dovolis. “If you 
level it, you’ve lost that asset, so then you 
have to create a new building. So you’ve 
then doubled, tripled your cost.” 

On August 9, 2017, halfway into the 
fourth GAC meeting, residents argued 
that Rep. Karen Clark’s 2008 pollution law 
applied to the 19 diesel trucks Public Works 
intended to move to the neighborhood. 

Friddle disagreed. The trucks would 
move throughout the day, he pointed out, 
and thus had no need of state pollution 
permits. 

From a back row, Clark attempted to 
explain the intent of her law, which was 
to take stock of every pollution source 
entering East Phillips. 

According to numerous witnesses, 
Friddle was apoplectic. He strode toward 
Clark with his finger raised, berating the 
72-year-old lawmaker that she didn’t know 
what she was talking about. She would 
leave the meeting in tears. 


The East Phillips Neighborhood 
Institute’s concept would give Public 
Works most of the Roof Depot space. 
The city’s plan guarantees no space 
for the neighborhood. 


“I pushed out of my chair because he 
walked so threateningly toward me that I 
felt threatened,” says Cassandra Holmes 
of Little Earth, a committee member. “I do 
carry mace, and I thought, T’m going to 
mace this man. What the hell is he doing?”’ 

“Everybody said it was almost like an 
assault,” recalls EPIC president Carol Pass. 

An exodus ensued as the Native American 
delegation followed their legislator from 
the room. The GAC never convened again. 

Clark never launched a complaint, 
fearing that it might propel her to center 
stage in what had become an agonizingly 
entrenched controversy Friddle declined 
multiple requests for comment. 

‘Ton have an attentive community that 
historically has been ignored, that’s willing 
to work with the city on strategies to make 
the neighborhood of East Phillips more 
sustainable,” says Tamales y Bicicletas’ 
Jose Luis Villasenor. 

“We need clean water, but that can 
coexist with the community’s vision as 
well, and this is a great opportunity for 
the city to do that. But I don’t think it’s 
trying. It’s hard for them to share power.” 

BITTER MACHINATIONS 


A new year rang in a new City 
Council professed to be the most 
radically liberal government in 
Minneapolis history. 

As Public Works careened toward a 
master concept plan designating all of 
Roof Depot for city use. East Phillips 
residents continued to fight behind the 
scenes for a place at the table. Neither 
council member Kevin Reich’s Public 
Works nor Abdi Warsame’s Ways and 
Means committee ever permitted the 
East Phillips residents to speak during 
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official proceedings broadcast to the 
public. 

So EPIC lobbied council members to 
find another home for Public Works. At 
one point, councilmember Phillippe Cun¬ 
ningham of northwest Minneapolis offered 
to adopt the entire project into his ward, 
where it could replace one of several heavy 
industrial sites that residents considered 
nuisance polluters. Council members 
Andrew Johnson and Cam Gordon spurred 
their colleagues to broker a compromise. 

Yet they were the minority. The city 
had already spent $16 million and antic¬ 
ipated spending $21.5 million more by 
the time construction 
ended in 2021. Public 
Works did not want to 
break up its campus. 

“I see that when 
the NFL comes to us, 
the City Council says, 

‘Yes, we can afford 
giving you millions 
of dollars,’” Johnson 
berated colleagues in 
December. “But sud¬ 
denly, when one of our 
most diverse commu¬ 
nities comes and says, 

‘We would like that 
support,’ we say, ‘No, we’re sorry. We’re 
really financially responsible.’” 

Cano saw no choice but to concede to city 
staff’s request for full command of the Roof 
Depot site. In return, she insisted on the 
creation of yet another committee. This one 
would be charged with finding ways for East 
Phillips to make use of the training center 
during the weekend and evening hours. 

“Approving this today would mean 
that 80 percent of my workload would 
be spent on this project just to make sure 
everything’s moving in this direction,” 
Cano vowed as several council members 
congratulated each other on launching a 
new horizon for East Phillips. 

A few were skeptical, including Gordon. 

“I didn’t see any of the staff direction 
really guaranteeing much to [East Phil¬ 
lips],” he predicted. “There was some big 
hope that this training center would be a 
plus for the community and for everybody, 
but it was also laid out as something the 
city would own and manage.” 

The new Hiawatha Advisory Commit¬ 
tee was ordered to convene by February. 
But the deadline came and went without 
anyone from the city inviting residents to 
participate. For East Phillips, it was but 
another unfathomable annoyance. 

“They’re bullies and that’s what they’ve 
done to our community always,” says Little 
Earth’s Cassandra Holmes. “They feel like 
they can just run all over us.” 

When the HAC finally assembled in late 
April, the meetings were scheduled for 
the middle of the day. This allowed city 
representatives to attend during work 
hours, but members of the public had to 


make special arrangements. Holmes was 
the only person permitted to speak for 
Little Earth and its 1,500 residents. 

Residents were asked to list their pri¬ 
orities. For what seemed like the ump¬ 
teenth time, they spoke of urban farming, 
affordable housing, a community kitchen, 
and a small business incubator—things 
that require permanent installation and 
regular access. 

It soon became painfully obvious these 
were an unlikely fit. 

“It would be difficult to see,” admitted 
Tony Kelly of Local 363, who S 5 mipathizes 
with both residents and the city’s ongoing 
struggle to diversify 
its workforce. 

RSP Architects is 
considering the feed¬ 
back before develop¬ 
ing a final plan that 
will be delivered 
to the City Council 
later this summer. 
The Minnesota Pol¬ 
lution Control Agency 
will decide if the 
facility requires any 
permits. Demolition 
is expected to begin 
this year. 

As the battle over Roof Depot enters 
its final chapter, residents say they feel 
both cheated and wizened. 

From afar they watched Spark Y, ayouth- 
oriented indoor aquaponics farm, break 
ground in northeast Minneapolis. As Reich 
celebrated his ward’s win, reasserting his 
commitment to “spur redevelopment of 
new green industry in areas that have 
traditionally borne the highest negative 
impact from concentrated industrial pol¬ 
lution,” they wondered why the children 
of East Phillips can’t have the same. 

Holmes takes the fight over Roof Depot 
personally because she wants to bring 
something home for the kids of Little 
Earth. East Phillip’s Native community 
is rife with babies born in need of breath¬ 
ing tubes and young people who’ve suc¬ 
cumbed to asthma and diabetes, she says. 
Her son Trinidad Flores was diagnosed at 
14 with dilated cardiomyopathy, a condi¬ 
tion in which an enlarged heart struggles 
to pump blood. He endured three surger¬ 
ies and a failed heart transplant before 
he died in 2013 at age 16. 

“I see this as everyday politics in our 
community,” says Jose Luis Villasenor. “At 
the end of the day, inspiring our children 
to be active agents of change is highly 
important. So the space and acreage we’re 
not receiving does not define the work 
that we’re going to do.” 

He’s upbeat, he says, because anything 
short of a sunny attitude is a quick trip 
to a dark place. 

“We’re still here, still fighting. It just 
puts a bad taste in our mouths when the 
city says, ‘We wanna work with you.’” 03

Evidence continues to mount of an 
anti-pizza conspiracy in Minneapolis

s it agastrological astrological phe¬ 
nomenon? Is the moon in grain 
bowl, or something? Have the gods 
decided they’re anti-pepperoni? 
Seriously: Why doesn’t the uni¬ 
verse want Minneapolis to have more 
pizza? 

It starts over in Kingfield, where owner 
Franz Gilbertson has been trying to open a 
‘'David Lynch meets Pee-Wee’s Playhouse” 
pizza tavern called Good Times at 38th 
and Grand Avenue since last October. The 
plan was to have square-cut bar pies and 
ice cream on the food side, arcade games 
and a jukebox on the fun side, and to open 
by the fall of 2018. 

But so far, the times have been more bad 
than good. Some vandal started bashing 
in the windows at Good Times in January, 
and they haven’t stopped—part of a pattern 
of destruction in buildings owned by jyler 
Avestini, according to an April Southwest 
Journal report. Gilbertson tells City Pages 
the vandals were back to smashing as 
soon as the windows were replaced; the 
someone or someones responsible broke 
two more in mid-May and another just 
last Monday. 

But wait! There’s more bad news! 

Not long after Good Times started set¬ 
ting up shop last October, Northern Fires 
Pizza announced it was headed for 4301 
E. Lake St. in Minneapolis. The popular 
purveyor of wood-fired pies—already a 
hit at local farmers markets (Mill City, 
Nokomis, Kingfield)—was supposed to 
open by February. 

It hasn’t yet. Northern Fires chef-owner 
Arie Peisert says the bank lobbed the finan¬ 
cial equivalent of a rock through his win¬ 
dow, procrastinating on his paperwork, 
dragging the process out for more than six 
months, and eventually telling him he’d 
need someone to guarantee more than 
a million dollars—10 times their initial 
estimation. 

And because we all know the Rule of 
Threes (or, perhaps in this case, the Rule 
of Cheese), a third Minneapolis pizze¬ 
ria’s plans have been stymied. Another 
wood-fired pizzeria—Fire and Nice 
Alehouse—announced in March that it 
was headed for the former Heyday space 
(2700 Lyndale Ave. S.). Owner Nate Ropes, 
a former taproom manager at Insight 
Brewing, and executive chef Aaron Har¬ 
grave, the owner of Blue Fire Pizza food 
truck, were planning a laid-back place 
with moderately priced pies, apps, and 
32 taps’ worth of beer. 


They wanted to be open by mid-April, 
which has since come and gone. In this 
case, it’s not bricks or banks but a fire—the 
unintentional kind, not the pizza oven 
kind—keeping Fire and Nice from open¬ 
ing its doors. 

“You may have noticed a lack of pres¬ 
ence on social media lately. There’s a rea¬ 
sonable explanation for that,” the team 


recently wrote on Facebook alongside a 
photo of a very charred-looking bar area. 
“We had a little bit of an issue arise a few 
weeks ago. A small fire has set us back 
a bit. Perhaps you could say we’re living 
up to our name?” 

Three pizzerias, three different kinds 
of opening drama. Maybe it’s not a con¬ 
spiracy, per se, but it does seem cosmically 


unfair to the good, crust-loving folks of 
Minneapolis—and to the people behind 
these would-be businesses. 

“I had started to spend money on the 
space: down payment, environmental 
fees, architect fees, title fees, and lawyer 
expenses,” Peisert says of Northern Fires. 
“The attempted expansion set me back a 
lot of money, but now looking back I don’t 
think the space was meant to be for me.” 
If there’s a silver lining to be gleaned, 
it’s that the debt he accrued led him to 
aggressively pursue new opportunities 
for 2019. He met the folks at Bang Brew¬ 
ing in St. Paul—Minnesota’s first organic 
brewery—and a collaboration between the 
two made a ton of sense, since Northern 
Fires uses local, organic ingredients and 
heritage wheat. 

Thanks to the second oven at Bang 
Brewing, Peisert and co. are slingin’ slices 
five days a week. Wednesday from 4 to 
8 p.m. you’ll find them at the Nokomis 
Farmers Market, and they’re at Bang 
Brewing from 4 ’til 9 Thursday and Fri¬ 
day. Saturdays the pizza pops up at the 
Mill City Farmers Market (8 a.m. until 1 
p.m.) and Bang Brewing (2 to 9 p.m.), and 
they double up on Sundays too, with the 
Kingfield Farmers Market (8:30 a.m. to 1 
p.m.) followed by Bang Brewing (noon to 
5 p.m.). You can find a full list of upcoming 
events at northernfirespizza.com. Peisert 
hasn’t wholly given up on the permanent 
location thing, either: “I’m always looking 
for ways to expand the business, which 
maybe a brick and mortar,” he explains. 
But he won’t be located at that initial Lake 
Street address. 

Things are a little more positive over at 
Fire and Nice. “Not to worry, everything 
is all right, we’re still opening (just a little 
later than planned), and you’ll all have 
delicious pizza and local beer in your 
mouths very soon,” they promised. That 
was about a month ago, so the shop should 
still land near Lyn-Lake sometime this 
spring or summer. 

As for Good Times, Gilbertson’s doing 
his best to get the place up and running. 
He says he’s stuck in a real tough spot, 
having made “a significant investment” in 
the storefront already, and walking away 
now would mean big-time losses. 

“Having been beset from day one with 
myriad setbacks and tribulations. I’ll say 
this, we’re hanging in there but I really 
can’t say for certain where this path leads,” 
Gilbertson wrote in a recent Instagram 
post. “And please stop breaking the fuck¬ 
ing windows, at least in my space.” 03

Fifty years after Apollo 11 touched down 
on its surface, the moon remains a source 
of endless fascination, embod54ng not 
just our aspirations for discovery, but 
also our fears of what dangers could 
lurk in the infinite expanse of space.

BAD ROMANCE 

The Souvenir, heroin, and the hidden pitfalls of young love

he Souvenir borrows its title 
from a Jean-Honore Frago¬ 
nard oil painting in which a 
young woman, overjoyed by a 
love letter, carves her beau’s 
initials into a tree. The picture is idyllic, 
a model of Rococo love. 

Its namesake film is anything but 
romantic. 

A semi-autobiographical tale by Joanna 
Hogg, The Souvenir focuses on proxy Julie 
(Honor Swinton B 5 trne), an aspiring film¬ 
maker who falls for an older man, Anthony 
(Tom Burke). When he’s not doing secretive 
things for the British Foreign Office, he’s 
wining and diningyoung Julie. A fancy meal 
and a day at the museum soon evolve into 
a Venice jaunt and a trip to meet the par¬ 
ents, who of course get along swimmingly 
with the smart and charming Anthony. 
Julie gets into film school, and ever 5 d;hing 
seems wonderful... so of course something 
is terribly wrong. 

Anthony starts asking for a few quid 
here and there (we’re in England, guv). 
His attitude toward Julie becomes increas¬ 


ingly combative. She notices bruises in the 
crook of his left arm, but she’s too naive 
to put it all together. Hogg slow-rolls it 
throughout, though the audience is wise 
to Anthony’s heroin use. 

As depictions of opioid addiction go. The 
Souvenir feels refreshingly true to life. Too 
often, films that tackle heroin glamorize 
the drug while tr 3 dngto condemn it. (Don’t 
get me started on The Dirt) And even a 
fantastic movie like Trainspotting, despite 
its horrors, presents a hyper-stylized world 
where the cool factor mostly overshadows 
anything bad that happens. 

The Souvenir’s study is straightforward 
and without gloss. Anthony’s shittiness 
swings in relation to his last fix, and after 
oblique nods, Julie eventually finds him 
strung out, covered in vomit, and screaming 
like a lunatic. There’s nothing glamorous 
about it. 

More than anything. The Souvenir is a 
study of young love and its hidden pitfalls. 
Anybody who’s witnessed or been a part of 
atoxic relationship will recognize the signs 
well before Julie does. Anthony skillfully 
turns the tables on her time and again, not

blaming her for issues in their relationship 
so much as fooling her into taking the blame 
herself It’s textbook manipulation, and the 
romance’s terrible arc feels so uncanny 
that it’s hard to shake. And while Anthony 
is undoubtedly the problem, Hogg takes 
an honest look at Julie-slash-herself, too. 
For a quasi-self-portrait. The Souvenir is 
surprisingly objective. 

In the midst of summer blockbuster sea¬ 
son, The Souvenir is an anti-blockbuster: 
measured (to a fault), intimate to the point 
of occasional claustrophobia, and subtle all 
the way down to its minimalist lighting. 
Seeing this right after John Wick: Chapter 
3 — Parabellum was one of the weirdest 
back-to-back screening experiences I’ve 
ever had, but it goes to show that wildly 
different genres can all have their highlights. 
The Souvenir isn’t the most exciting movie 
ever put onscreen; nevertheless, it’s intel¬ 
ligent, beautifully shot, and genuine in away 
that so many dramas try and fail to be. 03

he chilling climax of Blood 
Knot comes during an epi¬ 
sode of play-acting. Seeing 
that his words have stunned 
his brother Zachariah, Morris 
asks for absolution. If s just pretend... right? 

The scene speaks to the context in 
which Athol Fugard’s play premiered: 
South Africa under apartheid, 1961. After 
a single performance in Johannesburg, 
laws were passed prohibiting blacks and 
whites from sharing a stage. For the white 
authorities. Blood Knot dramatized incon¬ 
venient truths. 

A play about two brothers sharing a 
shack in South Africa, Blood Knot still 
carries its charge of verisimilitude. A new 
production by Pillsbury House Theatre 
keeps the focus squarely on this story, 
wrapping the audience into these broth¬ 
ers’ complex relationship. 

If s a challenging piece for both actors 
and audience, running two and a half hours 
(including intermission) with only minor 
changes to set and lighting. Fortunately, 
director Stephen DiMenna has two of the 
Twin Cities’ most compelling performers. 


James A. Williams and Stephen Yoakam 
build distinctive characters whose com¬ 
patibilities and conflicts keep us involved 
from scene to scene. 

The brothers were raised by the same 
mother but, it’s implied, have different 
fathers. Consequently one of the broth¬ 
ers (Zachariah, played by Williams) is 
unmistakably dark-skinned, while the 
other (Morris, played by Yoakam) is so 
light-skinned he’s often perceived as white. 

They’ve long lived apart, with Morris 
only recently moving in to share this mod¬ 
est home where Zachariah’s the flnancial 
provider. Each day, the latter returns from 
work bone-tired and soaks his feet in a 
pan of hot water prepared by his brother. 

The plot hinges on Morris’ notion that 
his brother should become the ‘‘pen pal” 
of a young woman who advertises her 
availability for correspondence. When 
she sends a photo as requested, they see 
that she’s white—and when she wants 
to meet up, Zachariah suggests Morris 
go in his place. 

Fugard’s tight focus on these two men 
makes the play an intimate, sometimes har¬ 
rowing examination of how institutional

injustice can seep into the fabric of a family. 
Can Morris avoid internalizing the judg¬ 
ment of a society that perniciously accords 
him more humanity than his brother? 

Williams and Yoakam, both commanding 
actors who can All vast stages with powerftil 
performances, devote themselves here to 
precision work. With little physical divide 
and no distractions whatsoever, audience 
members can (and do) watch every nuance 
of body language as the men affectionately 
but warily circle one another. 

Although the play builds to that scorch- 
ingly painful “play-acting” exchange, the 
quieter scenes will also stick with you. 
Yoakam awaiting his brother’s return 
from work, making sure every detail is 
just right. Williams watching with a rue¬ 
fully knowing gaze as his brother panics 
at the revelation of their correspondent’s 
race. Does Zachariah know what it could 
mean for this white woman to discover he’s 
a black man? Yes. He knows all too well. 03

FUNKY BUDDHAS 

Set your intentions with the imperfect 
mantras of Lazy Scorsese’s Inemuri

A nthony Oslund carries himself 
like a spirit, letting his Jesus- 
length tangle of hair knot with 
the wind. A gilded ohm sign 
hangs around his neck, peeking 
between the buttons of his linen Henley. 
His shoulders slink backward like he’s been 
holding a lotus pose for his whole life. But 
make no mistake, the Lazy Scorsese front¬ 
man is no one’s guru. 

Since their breakout EP, Grigio, in 2016, 
Lazy Scorsese have been an enigmatic pres¬ 
ence in the Twin Cities music scene. That 
release was a sweeping psychedelic journey 
that propelled the band to a finalist spot 
in the 2017 Are You Local? competition 
and a gig at the 2018 Basilica Block Party. 

Three years later, Oslund and his crew 
of mystical sojourners are back with their 
debut LP, Inemuri, and things feel less 
defined than ever. Gone are the spilling, 
hallucinogenic epics, replaced by funk-rock 


breakdowns and straight-up sex grooves. 
Yet Lazy Scorsese still comb the cosmos 
for purpose, and Inemuri is the vibration 
the universe returned them. 

'T get a little wary of genre-hopping too 
much, but it’s natural,” Oslund says. “We 
still wanna do what we wanna do more 
than an 5 Thing, and this is what we felt like 
doing.” 

“Inemuri” is a Japanese concept that 
means “sleeping while on duty.” It’s the 
sign of a hard worker—losing consciousness 
on the job isn’t lazy, it’s done by someone 
working beyond their physical capacity. 
Oslund sees this unfortunate S 5 miptom of 
modern work culture as an apt metaphor 
for how capitalism distracts us from our 
true nature. 

“We took a little creative liberty and 
spun that idea into a way of refiecting on 
Western culture and how we’re sleeping 
while present in a different way, sleepingto 


our souls,” Oslund says. ‘We’re bound by a 
sense of duty to make money and provide, 
and we do a lot of things that go against the 
core of who we are.” 

The band captures this feeling on album 
opener “Radiate Love,” a spacey ’70s-style 
love-in that charms the listener. “All of life 
beats simultaneously through time,” Oslund 
sings, “and I can’t wrap my head all around 
it, so I don’t.” 

If Inemuri has a thesis, it’s that there are 
no conclusions. Lazy Scorsese embrace an 
endless, continuous experience of the world, 
both through their wah pedal spasms and 
hippie doctrines. 

“I’m a big believer that free will and 
destiny exist simultaneously,” Oslund 
says. “We’re caught in the middle of that 
somewhere.” 

For Oslund, nature is a conduit to the 
eternal. On “Shakedown Tree,” nature 
serves as a metaphor for the inevitability 
of love; on “Blue Planet,” climate change 
is a spiritual peril. 

“I think we need to spend more time 
nourishing our soul and our connection to 
nature above our sense of duty to consume,” 
Oslund says. “It’s ingrained in our culture 
in a way that’s very negative. A lot of times, 
it’s not necessary.” 

Inemuri’s greatest benediction comes 
on “Jay Cooke and the Gods of Nature,” a 


song written while Oslund was camping 
with some friends in the riverfront park 
the title namechecks. Oslund had dropped 
acid with two women when a lightning 
storm broke through the trees. The three 
ran out to the swinging bridge in time to 
watch the spectacle unfold, slack-jawed. 

“Nobody could say a word for like 30 
minutes straight,” Oslund recalls, obvi¬ 
ously still affected. ‘We went back to the 
fire, and we just sat in a hammock until 
the sun came up.” 

With a sound as trippy as Lazy Scors¬ 
ese’s, it’s no surprise that there’s some mind 
alteration afoot. But while nature and drugs 
might help you commune with the universal 
spirit, they can’t do all the work for you. 
Oslund admits he arrived at much of his 
life philosophy while high in his bedroom 
listening to music, but the secret work of 
Lazy Scorsese has been to translate the 
thoughts and emotions of that day into 
something others can share. 

“You have an experience like that, and 
you have a really difficult time regurgitat¬ 
ing it back to someone,” he says. “On some 
level, we are trying to tap into all that, but 
it’d be kinda arrogant to say that our music 
is hitting that.” 

Inemuri’s final revelation comes in the 
form of a quote from 1993 Disney movie 
Cool Runnings. As penultimate track “In 
Good Health” kicks off, Oslund quotes the 
Jamaican bobsled team’s warmup chant: 
‘Teel the rhythm! Feel the rhyme!” It’s a sign 
of just how far the band has come from the 
pensive soundscapes of Grigio. Inemuri may 
be here to rouse your unconscious mind, 
but it’s going to make sure you have fun too. 

Oslund thanks bassist Chris Michaels and 
keyboardist Tyler Devonald for pushing 
Lazy Scorsese toward a more approachable, 
pla 5 dul sound. Though he was nervous at 
first, it ended up being a deep relief. 

“If we had it their way, we’d be a funk 
band,” Oslund says. “I’ve been totally down 
for that; it’s been fun for me to move in that 
direction more.” 

Ultimately, Inemuri is a flight of free¬ 
dom for Lazy Scorsese—not only from the 
burden of conclusion but from any deeper 
meaning whatsoever. Despite its fear and 
anxiety, “Blue World” is a song you could 
stomp to at a midnight bonfire. “That Boy’s 
Gone Mad” is a sing-talk Warren Zevonbit 
that borrows the time-shifting absurdity 
of Slaughterhouse-Five. You’d be crazy not 
to fuck to “Good Health.” 

“Music is a gateway to talk about those 
deeper things we don’t talk about day to 
day and some deeper soul uncovering, but
